TRE CATHOLIO CEMETERY. 

In his letter of Oct. 2d, the Rev. E. 
Vanpammel stated “that the committee 
had informed him that an exchange 
| had been agreed upon and that both 
| parties seemed to be perfectly satisfi- 
ed.” We, the undersigned, constitu- 
ted said committee, and we are ready 
to testify, at any time, that, as stated, 
an exchange was agreed upon, and that 
both parties “seemed” to be perfectly 
satified. 

When Mr. Jarvis understood that 
we could have possession of the land 
bought of him, he expressed his sur- 
prise that we had made such a poor se- 
lection for a cemetery, and stated that 
he had a place on his farm more suit- 
able for such a purpose. 

When we had consented to take the 
“hetter place,” and agreed with him 
| on the price of $200 per acre, he cer- 

tainly “seemed ” to be satisfied; and, 

when speaking to one of us, made use 

of the following or a similar expres- 

sion: “no one can have any objection 

to a burying ground there.” We sure- 
|ly went home with the impression, 
from what we had seen and heard, that 
he was satisfied with the exchange.— 
It is true, in his letter to the Commer- 
cial, of the 14th inst., Mr. Jarvis does. 
not positively deny the statements 
above made; but some sentences are 
so worded, that they could be constru- 
ed #s meaning a denial. 

Mr. Jarvis “finds there is hope in his 
case.” We do not see what hope he 
needs after the agreement he made.— 
Perhaps he thinks he has found “hope” 
in the foolish notion of Mr. Joslin, who, 
we suppose to repay a certain class of 
citizens, who would not vote for him 
last year, he has impressed him, (Mr. 
Jarvis) with the idea that the board of 
health has perfect control over ceme- 
teries, and can remove and locate them 
wherever and whenever they please, in 
spite of anybody, whether they are 
nuiganeés or not, and that consequent- 
ly, as every one must see, they can 
nullify all the laws of the State with 
regard to cemeteries. We know this 
is Mr. Joslin’s explanation of the law; 
for he tried with the same explanation, 
to frighten us out of our rights. Yet 
he knows better, for he stated to a 
friend of ours that he thought we could 
hold the place. He has tried to make 
the board of health take the same view 
of the law, but it seems they “could 
not see it.”

- It seems to have been 
an interesting occasion. -—A great 
calamity has befallen the Mich. Cen- 
tral. Their Detroit freight house with 
all its contents has been destroyed by 
fire. ‘The Tribune details the origin of 
the fire: 


«A train of cars was being loaded 
with freight in the second section, or 
room, of the depot, devoted exclusive- 
ly to goods going to Chicago and fur- 
ther west. Four or five cars were al- 
ready filled, and another had been par- 
tially loaded, when it was discovered 
that a half barrel of varnish had been 
broken, and its contents were spread- 
ing over the car. The work of unload- 
ing the freight, to prevent its damage 
by the varnish, was at onee commen- 
ced, and while going on the light in 
the hands of one of the workmen, came 
in contact with the varnish, and in an 
instant the whole car was filled with 
smoke and flame. ‘The fire spread 
with terrible rapidity, so that all efforts 
to stay its progress by the means at 
hand were utterly futile. In the ex- 
citement of the moment, the burning 
car, with those ahead of it on the 
track, was run from where it was be- 
ing loaded—near the Third street end 
of the depot—to the westerly end of 
the structure into the open air. The 
burning material dropped from the 
car as it passed, thus firing the build- 
ing at numerous points at once.” 

The fire spread with great rapidity. 
The freight depot was 500 feet in 
length, and at the west end was a 
wooden shed 200 feet long, filled with 
cotton, tobacco, and flour. It was 
with great difficulty that the passenger 
house was saved. The Grand Trunk 
lost all their freight offices. The 
flames rolled up in vast masses, and il- 
luminated miles distant. The estima- 
ted loss is $1,000,000; |

Business In s In Ypsilanti. 
We think we never saw more teams in 


Ypsilanti onan ordinary business day than 
last Saturday. The sreets were literally lin- 

ed. The merchants reaped a harvest. We 
hear a lady remark, “What piles and piles of 
goods there are at Posts. It don’t seem as 
if he would ever sell them.” Some of our 
business men are at last bursting the withes 
that bound them to false notions of trade in 
Ypsilanti. . It has been argued so long that 
we were shut up to a limited territory in trade 
that many of our business men, to the detri- 
ment of the town, had come t act upon 
it. Weassure you gentlemen, that “no pent 
up Utica contracts your powers.” lt is true 
Detroit East, Plymouth and Northville North 
Monroe South, Saline and Ann Arbor west, 
compete with Ypsilanti for the trade of a 
wide section of country, but there is no earth- 
ly reason why we should surrender it. We 
have done 80 too long already. Let the peo- 
ple know what facilities yon have to furnish 
this contested territory with goods. The 
grand difficulty has been you come and get 
s single: thousand say of bills. They are 
circulated of course in a limited territory, 
cover'the.ground already occupied, scarce 
ly go beyond the bounds of the city. You 
thus compete with one another and are con- 

tent. 5,000 to 10.000 bills are few enough. 

After, the: first. thousand they cost half the 
sum per thousand. Scatter thoroughly thro’ 

all this debated ground, your bulletins, and 
keep doing so. You will accomplish two results. 
Ist you will acquaint the people with your 
respective firms. The name or names of 
your firms will become a house-hold word 
2d, you will impress the minds of the people 
that Ypsilanti is the place to trade. A man 
who lives two thirds the way to Monroe, if he 
can be convinced that he can save $2,50 in 
$100, by coming to Ypsilanti he will come. 
A farmer living several miles beyond 
Saline if he can be made to believe that he 
can save one per cent. by trading here, that 
is just the thing he will do. If a mer- 
chant can sell a stock of goods in three 
months instead of six he can afford to sell for 
less proffitsa. The nimble sixpence counts 
more and further than the slow shilling. We 
suppose that some of our business men will 
exclaim, “ What does the COMMERCIAL know 
about selling our goods? The advice has 
its root in selfishness. The COMMERCIAL 
man wants us to patronize his presses. Very 
well honesty being the best policy as well as 
inherently right’ we don’t disguise the fact. 
We believe that our interests .coincide. If 
our presses help a merchant to sell $100,000 
worth of goods when otherwise he would not 
sell over $50,000 we claim a share in the 

honor and benefit. If, 100 people can be in- 
duced to make Ypsilanti a tradiag point 
where now only 50 do so, our business will re- 
ceive astimulus as well as all other manufac- 
faring departments. But more on this sub- 
ject hereafter.

Therecent cold weather has admonished 
farmers to make haste and gather in their 
crops, consequently the market for wheat 
has been dull.
